The  Feople  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
all  that  tract  of  country  situate  within  the  township  of  New 
Buffalo,  in  the  county  of  Berrien,  in  the  State  of  Michigan,

Sec.  11.  If  any  person  be  voted  for  at  any  election  to  fill  a 
vacancy  or  residae  of  a  term,  the  ballots  of  the  electors  shall 
designate  such  vacancy  or  residue.

purchase  any  real  estate  for  the  erection  of  engine  houses.
